It must be remembered that the expense to these men in coming long 
distances for only a few months’ work is fairly heavy and they are entitled, 
‘ under the cirgumstances, to good wages. “If adequate wages are not forth- 
coming, these men will have nothing to show for their labor and the expense 
to which they have gone, and not only will they not repeat the experiment, 
but they will discourage others. ; 

This is not to.say that these harvesters age justified In demanding extor- 
lionate wages, nor in adopting any hold-up policy. There 1s a limit which a 
farmer can pay for his harvest help, and, in view of the present economic 
conditien of Western agriculture, that limit is not a high one, and to exceed 
it-means ruin for the farmer. es 

The point of this article, however, is that quite apart from the question of 
wages, the individual farmer can do much to.mi&ke his hired help satisfied, and 
a friend and boosier for Western Canada instead of a critic and knocker. 
Many of these young men come from good and comfortable homes and they 
resent being treated as riff-raff and bums out of work looking for an easy job. 

There is good and bad among them, but with the majority Western Can- 
ada is ontrial.

|Hedges For Every 
Place and Purpose 


Requirements Should Be Considered 
Before Purchasing Plants * 
There is hardly a place of any size, 
either in town or in the country, that 
cannot be made both more attractive 
and more valuable by a good hedge 
An enclosing hedge‘is like the fratne to 
a& picture A place may have good 
trees and beautiful flowers, but with 
out well defined boundaries it does not 
look finished. 


But ii ts hot in looks alone that a 
good hedge pays. It is a protection, 
saving the lawn and gardens from the 
depredations of animals—two legged 
and otherwise; as well as giving the 
| grounds more privacy and seclusion. 

it is an interesting: fact that where- 
ever you find a hedge, you are almost 
sure to find well kept grounds. The 
reason is that the hedge makes a 
boundary line within which the lawn 
is pretty sure to be kept mowed afid 
the plants aftehded to, whereas if the 
farm flelds and the barnyard run up to 
the house without any definite stop- 
ping point, this is not the case. 

There are many types of hedges, and 
before securing plants, the require- 
ments of the ease should be consider- 
if your holse is in town or in 
the ‘suburbs, you will want a trim, 
neat hedge of exact lines to be in 
keeping with its more or less fornial 
surroundings. For a place of larger 
size, or on the farm, it may be desir 
able to have a hedge that will not re- 
quire so much care in the way of 
pruning, but may be allowed to grow 
more freely. 

Then there is the type of hedge 
which serves also ..as a windbreak. 
Usually such .a. hedge is: taller, but ft 
may be just as beautiful as any low 
growing hedge. Some of the most 
beautiful hedges I have ever seen 
were formed of hemlock, «spruce, or 
orbor viti, any of which, as a single 
specimep, makes a good sized tree. 

Then again there are places where 
you need a hedge as a protection to 
keep out trespassers, children and ani- 
mals. There are a number of plants 
that make an attractive hedge and are 
not likely to be broken through by 
anything that walks or-crawis. Many 
double purpose hedges of this char- 
acter are just as beautiful as any 
other. 3 : 

Without a_dowbi, the well known 
California Privet has been used for 
more hedges than anything else in the 
country. Its rapid growth, freedom 
from insects and disease, and the fact 
thatdt cah be trimmed.and sheared to 
any ‘size or shape wanted; or allowed 
to grow. without any pruning at all, 
where height is not objectionable, ac- 
counts for its great popularity. i 
makes a fine showing even the first 
season it is planted?~ 

The sole drawback~ to California 
Privet as an ideal hedge plant, is the 
faet that in évery Gold climates it oc- 
easionally winijer kills. This, how- 
ever, need not deter anybody who 
wants a privet hedge because there 
are several perfectly -hardy yarleties. 
Amoor River North, Ibota, Ibolitim and 
Regel's-are all splendid for hedge pur- 
poses. Regel’s Privet is a little more 
open in growth and not quite so good 
for shearing as the ‘others, but just as 
satisfactory as the others if you do 
not wunt a closely trimmed, formal 
hedge. : ; 

Where. winters 
severe, a new plant from China, the 
Cotoneaster (Cotoneaster acutifolia) 
makes a rapid growth, and a hedge 
that is not unlike the privet in appear- 
ance, bul capable of withstanding un- 
+ sajurea the most extreme weather. 

The Japanese Barberry is also ex- 
tremely hardy, and makes a most at 
tractive hedge where it is not essen 
tial to form one high enough to assure 
privacy. ‘The low dense bushes give 
effective protection against small ani- 
mals; and the red berries, which are 
carried through the winter months, 
add to is charm. = 

A lilac hedge may be “old-fashion- 
ed bul where a screen is wanted, there 
are few things better, It is extreme- 
ly hardy,and there are few things more 
‘beautiful than a lilac hedge in bloom. 

For an tron-clad hedge that will 
keep things out and require little or 
no protection on your part, use one of 
the rugged Rugosa roses, or Rugosa 
hybrids These roses throw up stout 
}suckers, so that ina few years a 
jdense and very formidable hedge ‘is 
formed The foliage ts blight and in- 
sect proof,

Sixth Year Tooth ts Permanent and 
Cannot Be Replaced 

“Tell the public!” That is what 
Dr. Mustard, health officer of Pres- 
ton County, W. Va., wants to do. Re- 
cently the Preston County Department 
of Health announced that the children 
of the county were short on six-year 
molars; and the editor of the Preston 
County Journal dropped around to the 
health officer’s to find out whet a six- 
year molar was, This is how he tells 
the story: 

When we aSked the doctor about 
molars he plunged into a corner and 
emerged with a diagram ofthe teeth 
of a six-year-old child. 

“The six-yéar molars,” he said, “ar 

the first permanent teeth a child gets. 
You, like mnost parents and some den- 
tists, probably think that “firs” ap- 
plies only to the first milk teeth. This 
iy incorrect. 
“ “Look at this diagram. Start at 
the space betweén the middle teeth 
and count backward. The first five 
teeth are temporary; the sixth is the 
first of the permanent teeth; it is call- 
ed the sixth-year molar because it 
comes at about six years of age. Note 
that there are four of these, one on 
} either side of the lower jaw and two 
just above them in the upper jaw. 

“Didn't know that tooth was per- 


manent did you? Lots of people 
don't. Persons who don't know, 
think, it is a temporary tooth, nor 


woes any other tooth ever .take its 
place. When it goes it goes forever.”

May Send Parcels 
Direct to Germany 
auspice 

Possible for First Time Since Out- 

break of War 

A direct exchange of parcel post has 
been arranged between Canada and 
Germany for the first time since the 
outbreak of war nine years ago, aoc- 
cording to official advices received at 
the Regina post office. The new ar- 
raigement ts additional to the existing 
parcel post route via Englani. 

Direct parcel mails for Germany 
will be made up at Montreal during 
the summer season and St. John, 
N.B., or Halifax, N.S., during. the 
winter. The first direct dispatch was 
forwarded by the Empress of France 
which left Montreal, Saturday, August 
18. 

The rates of postage on parcels 
posted in~ Canada for transmission 
by this direct route are from 23 cents 
& pound to $1.37 for 11 pounds. 

* Regulations as to packing, customs 

declarations, prohibited articlesy ete., 

are the same as for parcels for Ger 
many sent via Dngland, 

While the charges, for the convey- 
ance of parcels by the direct service 
are lower than for the service via 
England, the frequency of the direct 
service is less and the choice of the 
route should be left to the vendor.
